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INTRODUCTION. 

Although  Great  Britain  is  the  leading  colonising  nation  little 
attention  has  been  devoted  to  the  important  subject  of  comparative 
colonisation  and  administration.  It  may  almost  be  said  that  so  far 
as  this  country  is  concerned  the  subject  is  a  new  one.  At  the  most  a 
few  specially  qualified  administrators  and  trained  officials,  with  a* 
sprinkling  of  serious  students,  have  cared  to  investigate  the  colonial 
methods  of  other  nations  and  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the 
development  of  those  great  colonial  empires  which  form  so  striking  a 
feature  of  the  present  era. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  name  any  special  reason  for  our  neglect  to 
utilise  the  experiences  of  others.  It  is  certain  that  by  studying  their 
methods  and  by  familiarising  ourselves  with  sometimes  divergent,  but 
frequently  analogous,  conditions,  we  should  be  in  a  better  position  to 
overcome  our  own  difficulties.  Our  neglect  to  do  so  does  not  arise 
from  any  undue  self-satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  average  Briton. 
It  is  true  that  there  are  few  Englishmen  who  are  not  proud  of  the 
British  Empire  and  all  that  it  stands  for,  and  we  have  every  reason  to 
look  upon  the  results  of  British  enterprise  in  the  Dominions,  the 
Crown  Colonies,  and  India  with  no  small  degree  of  satisfaction. 
Particularly  do  we  recognise  that  as  a  nation  we  have  been  signally 
successful  in  our  dealings  with  subject  peoples  and  believe  that,  on  the 
whole,  we  have  carried  on  a  high  mission  in  the  common  cause  of 
humanity.  But  believing  this,  and  knowing  that  we  have  given  of  our 
best  in  the  building  of  the  Empire,  we  are  nevertheless  apt  as  a  people 
to  be  unduly  critical  of  our  own  achievements  and  to  deprecate,  and 
occasionally  to  depreciate,  our  own  methods  and  their  results.  In- 
stances of  this  tendency  are  to  be  found  all  through  the  history  of 
British  expansion. 

Want  of  appreciation,  due  frequently  to  want  of  knowledge,  has 
led  us  to  belittle  the  efforts  of  those  who  have  been  engaged  in  the 
work  of  empire-building,  to  distrust  the  man -on -the- spot  and  to  pin 
our  faith  to  the  politicians  at  home  ;  to  refuse  expert  opinion  in  favour 
of  self. -interested  advice  ;  to  sacrifice  the  trained  administrator  owing 
to  the  political  exigencies  of  the  moment. 

The  British  Empire  in  fact  has  been  both  under-appreciated  and 
too  much  appreciated.  Between  the  two  extreme  schools  there  has 
been  small  room  for  the  student  who  has  been  desirous  of  appraising 
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at  its  full  value  all  that  is  good  in  our  colonial  system  whilst  at  the 
same  time  studying  the  methods  of  our  foreign  competitors. 

In  the  case  of  foreign  nations  the  reverse  has  been  the  case. 
Self-satisfaction  and  self-assertion  have  not  indeed  been  entirely 
absent,  especially  in  the  case  of  Germany  ;  but  on  the  whole  foreign 
colonial  administrative  policy  has  been  marked  by  a  keen  desire  not 
only  to  understand  thoroughly  the  methods  of  other  nations  but  to 
benefit  by  their  experiences.  France  has  been  a  keen  student  of 
German  colonisation  :  Germany  has  closely  followed  the  rise  of  the 
French  colonial  empire.  Italy,  in  the  prosecution  of  her  own  colonial 
ventures,  has  studied  the  methods  of  Germany  and  France.  All  have 
made  a  close  study  of  the  British  Overseas  Empire.  This  fact  is 
amply  evidenced  in  the  accompanying  bibliography.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  majority  of  books  dealing  with  the  German  Colonies  have 
been  written  either  by  Germans  or  Frenchmen,  whilst  hitherto  scarcely 
any  books  describing  German  aims  and  methods  have  been  written  in 
the  English  language.  Similarly  the  majority  of  the  books  dealing 
with  the  French  Colonies  have  been  written  by  Frenchmen,  Italians, 
or  Germans.  There  is  no  book  in  English  that  deals  specifically  and 
comprehensively  with  foreign  colonies. 

Our  own  want  of  attention  to  comparative  colonial  administration 
is  the  more  striking  when  we  remember  that  on  the  Continent  there 
are  certain  foreign  colonial  societies,  such  for  example  as  the  Institut 
Colonial  International,  and  several  publications,  such  as  the  Bulletin 
de  Colonisation  Comparee,  the  interests  of  which  are  not  exclusively 
national ;  whilst  in  our  own  country  the  one  great  colonial  society, 
the  Koyal  Colonial  Institute,  has  almost  entirely  concerned  itself  with 
British  colonies.  The  work  that  has  been  performed  by  some  of  these 
foreign  societies  is  of  a  high  order,  and  their  publications  are  frequently 
of  the  greatest  use  to  the  colonial  administrator.  Moreover  our  lack 
of  interest  becomes  even  more  apparent  when  we  turn  our  attention 
to  the  question  of  the  educational  facilities  offered  in  Germany,  France, 
Belgium,  Holland,  and  now  in  Italy,  to  those  who  desire  to  follow  a 
colonial  career. 

Signs  are  not  wanting  even  at  this  time  of  national  crisis  that 
more  facilities  may  be  provided  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  student 
of  Imperial  subjects.  A  beginning  in  this  direction  has  already  been 
made,  but  our  efforts  do  not  compare  favourably  with  what  was  being 
done  at  the  great  Colonial  Institute  at  Hamburg,  at  the  fine  Colonial 
School  at  Witzenhausen,  the  School  for  Oriental  Languages  at  Berlin, 
or  the  Colonial  School  at  Paris.  Even  Holland  has  established  an 
important  Colonial  Institute,  with  its  staff  of  professors  and  lecturers, 
whilst  plans  have  been  prepared  for  a  magnificent  and  spacious  build- 
ing at  Amsterdam.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  at  no  distant  date  similar 
developments  may  take  place  in  connection  with  the  Boyal  Colonial 
Institute.  The  crowning  point  of  its  long  and  useful  career  would  be 
the  organisation  of  the  Institute  as  a  centre  of  Imperial  studies.  The 
Library  is  already  well  known  and  extensively  used  by  writers  and 


students — but  it  is  not  so  well  known  as  it  should  be.  The  Council  have 
liberally  allowed  accredited  students  to  use  the  Library,  and  during 
the  time  that  I  have  had  the  honour  to  act  as  Librarian  the  collection 
of  books  has  been  used  not  only  by  many  distinguished  British  authors 
but  also  by  many  well-known  foreign  savants — French,  German, 
Dutch,  American,  Italian  and  Russian,  who  by  its  use  have  testified 
to  their  interest  in  our  own  Overseas  Empire. 

If  the  following  bibliography  should  enable  any  reader  to  study 
the  progress  of  foreign  colonisation  it  will  have  answered  its  purpose. 
We  have  something  to  learn  from  foreign  nations.  We  owe  to 
Germany  great  additions  to  our  knowledge  of  the  African  fauna  and 
flora,  the  ethnology,  archaeology,  and  diseases  of  Africa  and  the  South 
Pacific.  Every  encouragement  has  been  given  in  German  colonies  to 
the  scientific  application  of  agriculture,  the  study  of  tropical  products 
and  agricultural  experiments  upon  broad  and  practical  lines,  the  study 
of  practical  hygiene,  and  the  study  of  native  languages.  From  this 
point  of  view  German  methods  are  worth  our  attention,  particularly 
because  during  recent  years  corresponding  advances  have  been  made 
in  our  own  colonies. 

Nor  have  we  less  to  learn  from  France.  French  methods  in  West 
Africa,  especially  in  the  opening  of  the  Sudan  and  the  Sahara,  will  be 
a  revelation  to  those  who  have  not  realised  the  greatness  and  extent 
of  the  French  colonial  empire.  France,  unlike  Germany,  has  been 
particularly  successful  in  her  dealings  with  the  native  populations 
under  her  charge.  Holland  too,  especially  in  the  Netherlands  Indies, 
offers  many  lessons  for  the  experienced  administrator,  whilst  Belgium, 
in  her  administration  of  the  Congo  regions,  certainly  since  the  end  of 
the  Leopoldian  regime,  has  performed  notable  work  in  scientific 
colonisation.  The  volumes  issued  by  the  Musee  du  Congo  Beige  are 
perhaps  unrivalled  amongst  colonial  publications  for  the  scientific 
value  of  their  contents. 

The  following  bibliography  has  been  compiled  by  Miss  Winifred 
Hill,  one  of  the  staff  of  the  Royal  Colonial  Institute  Library.  It  is 
selective  rather  than  complete.  There  are  many  omissions  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  Library  of  the  Royal  Colonial  Institute  is  by  no  means 
well  stocked  with  works  dealing  with  comparative  colonisation.  More 
will  be  obtained,  it  is  hoped,  as  interest  in  the  question  increases.  In 
the  bibliography  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  include  any  of  the  older 
works  of  travel  describing  foreign  colonial  territories  before  they  were 
occupied  by  any  European  power,  except  in  the  case  of  South- West 
Africa,  nor  have  books  dealing  with  native  languages,  with  the  in- 
digenous flora,  or  purely  scientific  subjects  been  included.  The  list  is 
suggestive  rather  than  complete  and  it  is  designed  to  be  a  guide  rather 
than  a  catalogue.
